No Results Yet From COMA'S Efforts To Obtain Suspension of 
Seaboard Airline Order—Complete Hearing May Be Necessary 
—Situation Would Affect Circuses Also 


The efforts of the Car Owning Man- 
agers’ Association to have the Interstate 
Commerce Commission suspend the Sea- 
board Alirline’s ruling against wooden 
show cars pending an investigation of 
the matter bv the Interstate Commerce 
Commissioners have brought no results 
up to the present. 

Altho suspensions of this Kind usually 
are granted, which means that the pro- 
posed tariff or changes are set aside until 
a complete or informal hearing is held. 
the secretary of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has advised W. I. Swain. 
chairman of the legal department of the 
Car Owning Managers’ Association. that 
COMA'S request would not be cranted. 
because the president of the Seaboard 
Airliné had informed the Commission 
that the ruling was made “in the inter- 
ests of safety,"" and a complete hearing 


would be necessary to decide 
contention is justified. 

In view of the fact that the Seaboard 
Airline operates truss-rod cars in pas- 
senger-train service, and privately owned 
cars in freight-train service when mov- 
ing circuses, it is expected that te cir- 
cuses also stand to suffer from the rul- 
ing. inasmuch as if the railroad succeeds 
in keeping the order in effect on other 
show cars it may at its own discretion 
refuse to handle circuses 

Captain Swain urged the co-

Here’s an act that lives up to its 
Speed and Personality subbilling un- 
qualifiedly. A pair of colored boys who 
do not disguise their racial identifica- 
tion with blackface or the usual exag- 
gerated jazz attire. Nattily attired in 
identical street clothes, Jackson and 
Taylor clip off fast time in graceful 
stepping bits, displaying a technique 
that only colored lads seem to be able 
to flaunt. They open in a soft-shoe 
auo, swing into an eccentric number, 
one of them humming the accompanied 
tune in accents that are delicately 
timed. The shorter one remains alone 
for a “wow” of a bit in which ankle 
breaks, kicks and taps are blended in- 
geniously. The taller claims his place 
on the boards with fast stepping of a 
similar nature, interrupting his perform- 
ance with the announcement that hs 
will give his “impression of a colored 
performer made with jazz.” This bit 
develops as the feature of the act. He 
quivers, sighs, vocalizes and steps, paint- 
ing in the “impression” with the strokes 
of a genius as he proceeds. Students of 
Americana might well use this number 
as a model of “The Spirit of Jazz”. The 
pair close with phenomenal stepping. 

They are to be congratulated on their 
polished manner of presentation.

THE BUTTELFLY AND THE CAT 

Reviewed Monday evening, April ¢. at 
Loew's Gates Theater, Brooklyn. Style—

Everything about this act suggests 
that it was staged for use in the English 
music halls, not inferring that Ameri- 
can audiences will not react favorably 
to its theme. Though billed as The 
Butterfly and the Cat, this novel turn, 
perhaps unconsciously, is a moderniza- 
tion of the Mother Goose rhyme, The 
Cat and the Fiddle. The girl is dressed 
quaintly, disporting herself like a girl in 
the fairy books. while her partner is 
clothed thruout in feline costume. She 
plays the fiddle in spurts while the 
lithe “cat” substitutes a “Jump over the 
moon” with leaps, squirms and vaults 
over obstacles with mechanical pre- 
cision and spring-like agility. Two 
short-haired dogs are used in a delight- 
ful bit of action in which the “cat” 
is introduced into the act. When the 
scene shifts to full stage the girl gives 
several trick bike bits and the “cat” 
performs some unusual hurdling and 
leaping stunts. For a close the girl 
takes the folks to Fairyland, this ex- 
cursion being represented by the “cat” 
doing more of his pantomimic stuff, his 
eyes flashing varied lights, while the 
girl circles the area on a bike trans- 
formed into a butterfly. For an encore 
the girl held up a comparatively small 
hoop and pussy cat jumped thru with- 
out touching the perimeter. The va- 
rious bits of acticn are interspersed by 
the girl’s fiddling, stepping and sing- 
ing.

The Legitimate Stage 


InLONDON 


By “COCKAIGNE” 


Shorebam. Sevenoaks, Kent 


LONDON, March 29—The last per- 
formance of Rose-Marie Saturday pro- 
voked such a riot of enthusiasm as has 
seldom been seen in a London theater. 
Police had to be drafted - clear away 
the crowds that tried to storm Drury 
Lane. Hundreds were ‘nue away and 
excitement was intense for hours before 
the show, the 85lst of the run. 


The stage was specially set for the last 
scene, and the ending of the piece was 
altered to let the whole company as- 
semble for the finale. Then a big light 
sign was dropped from the flies, bearing 
the words: “Au revoir, Rose-Marie! Good 
luck to The Desert Song.” The company 
linked arms across the orchestra, and 
with the audience, while Auld Lang Syne 
was sung. Old Drury has never witnessed 
a more boisterously good-humored event 
than followed the ending of this Ameri- 
can musical show. 


The Desert Song premiere is fixed for 
April 7, Edith Day starring. Oscar Ham- 
merstein says that the English produc- 
tion, On which $125,000 is being spent, will 
be more spectacular than that in New 
York. He is superintending the produc- 
tion, and Robert Connolly arranges the 
dances. Sigmund Romberg is also here 
watching rehearsals of the piece. 


Alan Bland’s adaptation of Henri 
Gheon’s semi-religious play of Imperial 
Rome, The Comedian, created an im- 
pression when presented at the Birming- 
ham Repertory Theater. It tells of the 
conversion of the actor Genesius, who 
had hated the Christians, but by his 
study of a part at the orders of the 
Emperor Diocletian, is brought to the 
new faith of martyrdom. 


The Theatrical Managers’ Association 
warmly supports the organization of a 
British Theater Council to develop 
propapanda in favor of the stage, and to 
counteract the nonsense that is often 
more or less malicicusly talked in the 
press about the decline of the theater.

Enthusiastic Audiences Greet 
St. Denis-Shawn in New York 


After an absence of almost two years, 
Ruth St. Denis and Ted Shawn and 
their Denis Dancers returned to New 
York in a series of special programs, 
beginning Monday evening and conclud- 
ing April 6, in Carnegie Hall. It seemed 
all the dance lovers of New York were 
trying to crowd into the hall on the 
opening night, and certainly the vocif- 
erous applause should have assured 
Miss St. Denis and Mr. Shawn that their 
return was most welcome. The pro- 
eram was divided into three parts, 
Straussiana, a Viennese Dance Medley; 
Musie Visualizations and Dances oj the 
Orient. The first, Straussiana, arranged 
by Ted Shawn to music by Johann, 
Josef and Edward Strauss, proved a most 
delightful series of waltz numbers by 
Miss St. Denis, Ted Shawn, Doris Hum- 
phreys and the ensemble. In the sec- 
ond, Miss St. Denis presented new dance 
interpretations to Schubert waltzes, 
which were given with such grace and 
artistry that an encore was demanded. 
Ted Shawn with Doris Humphrey and 
the ensemble gave a most colorful and 
exquisitely executed number, Ailegresse, 
to music by Sindig. which too brought 
many recalls, but could not be repeated 
for lack of time. Part three was given 
over to what Miss St. Denis termed 
Gleanings From Buddha, China, Java, 
India and Burma. Beautiful, gorgeous 
and rich in Oriental coloring were the 
costumes used in the interpretations of 
these dances of the Orient. Miss St. 
Denis, in White Jade, offered one of the 
most exquisite series of poses seen On a 
New York stage. One of the successes 
of the evening was the number General 
Wu's Farewell to His Wife, an amusing 
Chinese pantomime, in which the work 
of Charles Weidman, Anne Douglas, Er- 
nestine Day and George Steares was most 
excellent and brought hearty laughs as 
well as applause. George Steares, as 
the Property Man, was especially fine. 
Another favorite of the evening was a 
Shadow Puppet Drama, given by Mary 
Howry, Edward McLean and Anne Doug- 
las. This was effectively done and had 
to be repeated. India was represented 
by three numbers, The Soul of India, 
an interpretation by Ruth St. Denis; 
the Cosmic Dance of Siva, by Ted 
Shawn, and Jn the Bunnia Bazaar, by 
Ruth St. Denis, Mr. Shawn and ensem- 
ble. In each of these, the skill, show- 
manship and art of these two American 
dancers made a fitting climax to one 
of the best and most elaborate dance 
recitals they have ever given in New 
York. The Bazaar scene was a maze of 
rich color, quickly moving figures, danc- 
ing, which at once put over to the audi- 
ence the atmosphere of such a scene in 
India, and added to this was the superb 
pantomime and dancing of Miss St. 
Denis and Ted Shawn. The huge audi- 
ence was loath to leave and recalled 
the dancers repeatedly. Altho these 
performances were announced as the 
only appearance of these noted dancers 
in New York for this season, other re- 
citals would be more than welcome.

VERY player should begin to apply 

his makeup—no matter how simple 

it is—at least half an hour before 
the curtain goes up. If the makeup is a 
“character” and complicated, an hour is 
none too much time to allow. It is always 
well to apply makeup before donning 
the upper part of the costume, to pre- 
vent last-minute mishaps. 

Makeup is harmless if properly ap- 
plied and removed. Cold cream is 
applied as a foundation, then wiped 
away. After the performance, gently 
massage with cold cream, wipe away all 
the grease paint and wash with warm 
water and soap. 

The shade of grease paint used for 
the base, of course, depends on the 
character to be portrayed. This is ap- 
plied smoothly and evenly all over the 
face, ears and neck. If too much is 
applied, the makeup will appear mud- 
died; if too little, it will appear patchy. 
A little experimentation will show the 
correct amount. 

The wet rouge commonly used on the 
cheeks of both young men and women 
characters, is all right for the latter. 
But for the men, except “dude” types, 
a deeper shade of grease paint than that 
used for the base gives a more natural 
effect. In applying rouge to men, re- 
member the color extends well up into 
the temples and down along the jaw- 
bone into the neck. The closer to the 
eyes the rouge is applied, the younger 
the character will appear. All rouge 
should be carefully blended along the 
edges. 


HARACTER makeup is largely a 
matter of the application of light 
and shade. Shadows or hollows 


about the eyes, in the temples and 
cheeks, may be painted with grease paint 
in gray, light brown or a darker shade 
than that used for the base. The cheek- 
bones, nose, chin and forehead may be 
made to appear more prdéminent by 
painting “highlights” on them. This 
device will also make cheeks 100k 
plumper. “Highlighting” is done with a 
white, or a lighter shade of grease paint 
than the base. By the correct use of 
light and shade a stout face can be 
made to appear thin, and vice versa. 


Wrinkles and lines show character 
more than any other physical feature. 
If they are not to look like painted 
lines they must be carefully “high- 
lighted” and blended. The “shade” is 
the wrinkle itself, the depression in the 
skin. The “light” is the elevation or 
fold of flesh above the wrinkle. Both 
have to be considered. First the “shade” 
or depression is sketched in with an 
orange stick or the rounded end of a 
toothpick, using gray, light brown or 
deep crimson, according to the com- 
plexion of the character. This line is 
carefully blended with the fingers. Then 
a “highlight” or fold of flesh is painted. 
This is a line in white, yellow or a light 
shade of flesh, immediately above the 
previously painted wrinkle, and is also 
carefully blended. 


Apply plenty of powder, but use a 
lighter shade than the base, if you do 
not want to destroy all your highlights 
and shadows. Brush off the excess 


powder.

Because we receive so many letters 
from musicians on the road who write 
us over undecipherable signatures and 
addresses, we are writing to ask if you 
can in some way urge upon showfolk 
the necessity of writing clearly and 
plainly? 

Just the other day we received a letter 
from a drummer with the Nat Reiss 
Shows. The way he wrote it we thought 
it was the National Russian Show and 
we addressed his mail accordingly. 
Naturally it was r. ~ned. The other 
day we received a letter from a drum- 
mer with some medicine show and it 
was abbreviated “med.” in a_ pencil 
writing that to me resembled an abbre- 
viation of minstrel. 

I have passed these letters around to 
others here in the past to try to de- 
cipher them and no one seemed to have 
any better success than I had. They 
write us for catalogs and literature and 
do not give us complete routings and 
our catalogs come back. Naturally these 


show people are disgusted with us, not 
realizing that it is perhaps their own 
fault. 

Other manufacturers and advertisers 
in The Biliboard must be having the 
same trouble that we are experiencing.

mascara preparation. A black bine may 
be extended along the outer corner of 
the eye to make it appear larger. A dot 
of rouge on the inner corner brightens 
the eye. For old characters, the lashes 
may be blocked out with white grease 
paint. Tne eyebrows may be accented 
with dark or black grease paint for 
young characters, and whitened for old 
age. 


Lip rouge should be applied with 
discretion. As a rule, the lips are 
rouged only in the center and the color 
blended toward the corners. 


Beards, mustaches, eyebrows and side- 
burns can best be made by using crepe 
hair and spirit gum. :This is inexpensive 
and gets wonderful results if properly 
employed. I do not advise the use of 
wigs unless the group has money enough 
to get excellent ones. The best policy is 
to use one’s own hair whenever possible. 
Comb it in different ways, slick it down, 
curl it, powder it—anything you please. 
Aluminum powder is very good for 
graying the hair, giving a natural silver 
sheen that is attractive and not harm- 
ful in the least. 


VERY little theater group should 
include in its library a handbook on 
makeup. There are several excellent, 

inexpensive books on the market. I 
would suggest also that every amateur 
actor who takes his hobby seriously, 
study a make-up guide and experiment 
on several types of makeup. The time 


and trouble will be weil repaid in a 
new interest, and in the greater suc- 
cess on the stage which comes thru 


the confidence that you look your part.

Reade says he is now negotiating with 
the Shuberts to eliminate the Bijou and 
Morosco and erect on the site a huge 
theater devoted to high-class vaudeville 
on the order of Oscar Hammer- 
stein’s famous Victoria. The Astor will 
remain as it stands. 


New Wording is Advocated 
In Actors’ Featuring Clause 
(Continued from page 6) 
which it is believed will rightfully pro- 
tect the actor in the future if he will 
see to it that his contract is so worded. 

Searles, in explaining how precaution 
may be taken, uses for an example the 
commonest form of featuring clause, to 
wit, “The manager agrees that he will 
feature the actor in electric lights, billing 
and any and all publicity whatsoever 
under the manager's control.” First, 
Searles points out, the actor should have 
the manager add to this the phrase 
“during the life of this contract.” This 
would obviate cases where the manager 
does feature the ector’s name for a 
week or so, and then drops it, technically 
having fulfilled his promise. Secondly, 
Searles states that the feature clause is 
technically a minor consideration of 
the contract unless otherwise stated and 
its breach therefore does not necessarily 
break the contract. He points out that 
the actor should see to it that the fea- 
ure clause is followed with “It is under- 
stood and agreed that this clause is a 
mafor consideration of the contract and 
should the manager reach the same he 
agrees to pay the ac*m twice the com- 
pensation stipulated r each perform- 
ance this clause is bre. shed.” This ad- 
ditional phrasing would n. ke the breach 
a major one and wouic s t in advance 
just what the penalty would be. 

Scores of cases have been arbitrated 
in the last few years on the matter of 
managerial failure to feature as prom- 
ised, and net one case has brought an 
award in favor of an actor until last 
week, when Alan Edwards won damages 
from Louis F. Werba for failing to fea- 
ture him in Twinkle, Twinkle. But this 
award was peculiar in many respects 
and not considered altogether  satis- 
factory. so it is not felt that it will 
carry any particular weight where the 
situation may arise in the future. The 
only real solution, it is said, is in the 
actor being assured ahead of time in 
black and white that the clause will be 
lived up to or penalty is certain to be 


evoked. Many players accept a salary 
lower than their regular ficure on the 
promise that their name will be fea- 
tured. The practice of making such of- 
fers in the interest of economy has been 
gradually spreading among managers 
and the fact that the clause has been 
impossible to enforce has come to be 
a serious problem. 


The decision in favor of Alan Edwards 
last. week was made by David Belais, the 
“White Gold” king. who was umpire in 
the arbitration of the case against 
Werba. He awarded Fdwards $300 for 
damages, which is considered an absurd 
amount inasmuch as Edwards’ name has 
not been featured for a period of over 
20 weeks during which his contract has 
supposedly been in force. Belais, how- 
ever, went a little further and directed 
that Edwards’ name must positively be 
featured for the rest of the run of the 
play or Werba must pay $50 a week in 
lieu thereof during the duration of the 
contract.
